WEEKLY REVIEW. | 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 


and Changes. Outlook. 


A decidedly firmer feeling has developed in the canned 
goods market during the past week. The price of tomatoes 
have not advanced, although they have become very firm, and 
65c. is now the very lowest for standard No. 3’s. This situa- 
tion, as regards the firmer trend and stronger prices, started in 
the week previous, but has only made itself thoroughly felt dur- 
ing the past week. Orders have been quite plentiful and busi- 
ness is good. Packers are regularly refusing to shade prices, 
and many are demanding a higher price than 65c. There are 
always a few who put their price from 2%c. to 5c. above the 
figures of the majority, but just at present there seem to be none 
who are willing to shade quotations, and this is a decidedly im- 
proved condition in the tomato market. 

Brokers report inquiries for tomato plants from the West, 
but state that very few plants are to be had in this eastern sec- 
tion. THE TRADE has had inquiries for plants, also, and our 
endeavors to recommend some good parties who make a business 
of supplying tomato plants to the canners and growers develops 
the fact that they have about sold up. One southern party, 
who has been advertising plants for sale recently, replied that 
he had none to offer, having been sold up some time ago, and 
that the plants he is now waiting to reach sufficient size to set 
out, will probably be too late to be of any use. 

Canners in Maryland and nearby sections have made more 
effort during the past few weeks to get in readiness for the pack- 
ing season and supplymen and others say that conditions in this 
respect are very much improved, although it is said there is 
absolutely no liklihood of a very heavy pack of anything. Uptoa 
few weeks ago most of the canners who were putting their facto- 
ries in readiness were the corn packers, but lately the tomato 
packers have taken hold and the destructions of crops in some 
sections have encouraged them. No orders for Futures at less 
than 7oc. will be considered, however, and it looks as if the 
tomato packers are determined not to pack this season unless 
they can sell their goods at a slight profit, at least. This would 
be the best thing that could happen, because, while it may seem 


Z 
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strange, it is, nevertheless, a fact that when goods are selling 
below cost there are more offered than when they are selling at 
a slight profit. As long as the price keeps above cost the mar- 
ket remains in good shape and everybody is pleased; as soon as 
some one loses his nerve and shades the price the destruction 
begins and dissatisfaction reigns. Try and do your part towards 
holding the market up to a reasonable price, by packing good 
goods, labeling them correctly and demanding a fair profit for 


your work and worry. The jobber likes an advancing market 
almost as much as the canner. 


In the regular price list this week tomatoes are quoted at 
65c. strong, but it is safe to say that a number of sales have 
been made at 6734c., and it looks very much as if the price will 
goto 7oc. Seconds are quoted at 6oc., but the heavy demand 
for these will certainly force the price 234c. higher very shortly. 
The demand has been principally for seconds, and these are 
about all cleaned up. No. 2 seconds at 47%c. have also had a 
good demand. Gallons are quoted at $1.85 to $2.00, and while 
some shading of these figures has been done, still sales have 
been made at $1.85, and good quality standards will bring $2.00. 

Quotations on peas are the same as last week, and nothing 
of especial interest is to be said of this article. Some claim a 
very good season, others say it has not been good, and quite a 
number of pea packers have dropped out. One of the largest 
concerns went into the hands of receivers on the 18th, but this 
is having no effect on the market and rightly so. The company 


is in position to take care of its business and will come 
through O. K. 


Corn also seems to have regained its former self as regards 
both price and firmness, and recent shading of prices has had a 
hold up. The continued cold weather and recent frosts, 
especially in the Middle West, has had some influence, and it is 


well known that planting is delayed, and many find themselves 
far behind their regular schedule. 

Corn on the spot is pretty well cleaned up, and it is said to 
be very hard to locate any large lots for sale. Although the 
quotations this week show a decline of 2%c. for No. 2 Harford 
County Standard and No. 2 Evergreen Standard, it is not 
thought this will continue, and the scarcity of the article will 
probably set the price back to the old figures of 77%4c. and 8oc. 
for these two grades, respectively. Packers decline orders for 


futures in many instances, and prefer to await further develop- 
ments before booking any more orders for this season’s pack. 
It is believed the planting has not been heavy; growers have not 
been over anxious to grow for the canners on contract, and in 
many instances forcing them to be satisfied with a promise, 
which means that if there is plenty of corn grown and the price 
is low the canneries will get a good share, but on the other hand, 
if corn is scarce and the price of the fresh article satisfactory, 
the canners will be fightlng for it. 

Packing of strawberries on the Baltimore market during the 
past week has been going on to some extent but no great amount 
has been put up. Berries are being offered at low prices but the 
supply does not seem to be large enough to warrant the packers 
operating to their full extent. The crop on the Eastern Shore 
of Maryland is said to be a good one and the berries are of fine 

-size but growers are not over anxious to let them come to this 
‘market. Blackberries have advanced 2% c during the week on 
No. 2 standards. There is no change in the prices of other ber- 
ries and in fact very few changes at all. 

‘ Canners’ metals remain as heretofore. Can prices have not 
changed, although it is believed there is a possibility of the price 
going up and canners cannot go wrong in placing their orders at 
the present figures, it is thought. 


Canning Factory Will be Started Soon. 


Manager Jimmy Barton will put his canning factory at Cascade park 


_ into operation within a week. 


It may be started the latter part of the present week, but it is unlikely 
that it will get working until the fore part of next week. 

The factory of blasted hopes isa heart ache to most managers and 
Barton regrets to put on steam that will start the wheels of the plant re- 
volving. He realizes that many an aspiring recruit will turn sadly away 
from the factory upon seeing his name listed under the ‘‘employes”’ of 
the place. He knows that many will go back to the farm and sneak in 
home the back way, never again wishing to see the brass band that tooted 
him on his journey to the big league at the station only two weeks ago; he 
realizes that more than one letter will be sent out marked ‘‘In Haste”’ to 
some dad or ma, with this plaintive note, ‘‘Send enough money for me to 
get back to the wood pile. I’m fired.’’ 

But these things have to be and heads will be lopped off just as soon 
as it can be seen who will be right and who are not. 

Each training day brings to a close the ambition of one or more sturdy - 
athletes and makes material whereby the canning factory is operated.— 
NEWCASTLE (PA.) NEws.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, May 25th. 

But Little Interest Shown.—Trade has not improved 
much during the week past. Indeed, some dealers are of the 
opinion that it has been even less active this week than it was 
the week before, at least so far as outward manifestations go. 
What has occurred under the surface it is quite impossible to 
say. Of course there are rumors, plenty of them, but when one 
attempts to run them down and be sure that the assertions made 
are correct, or even reasonably so, one is met with a series of 
denials, or a display of ignorance that is appaling. The question 
of price is agitating very many in the trade, and not altogether 
in the way they would like either. The tendency seems to be 
downward rather than upward, a surprisng manifestation since 
stocks of leading varieties of goods are understood to be relatively 
light and likely in no wise sufficient to last until the uext pack 
is ready for delivery. But be that as it may the trade is afflicted 
with a degree of indifference which has reduced demand to the 


lowest possible ebb and seems to indicate that sales in the future 
will be small. 


Tomatoes.—Have you or have you not? That is the 
question many buyers and holders would like answered. It is, 
whether holders have sold tomatoes in this market for 60c. or 
not. It is said that some purchases have been made at that 
figure, but when one attempts to run down the story and make 
sure that it is a fact he is met with a chorus of vigorous denials. 
Of course, they say, some holding poor quality of which they 
wish to dispose before new pack is ready for delivery might have 
sold for that price, but no one who has good stock has ever 
allowed his goods to go at a figure below 62%c. Some are 
equally vehement in asserting that 65c. has been inside, but 
apparently those persons better look up some of the sales of the 
past ten days or two weeks. They might learn something to 


their advantage. There are some pessimistic individuals who 
are assured that the bottom is about due to fall out of the mar- 
ket and allow prices to descend to an extremely low level. 
Others, perhaps, equally as well informed, are of the opinion 
that there will be advance instead of a slump and that business 
will better rather than worse, basing their suppositions and 
declarations upon the palpable fact that the supply is none too 
large to satisfy the requirements of the trade and that any in- 
crease in demand will mean a proportunate increase in price. 
The situation is, therefore, summed up inthese sentences. You 
can pay your money and take your choice. It will be for you 
to say when the time comes, which is right. It can be said that 
futures have not sold and though they are offered in some 
quarters at 65c, or lower, there is also no demand for them. 

Corn.—The situation has not changed much, though per- 
haps holders are a shade less firm in their views and are more 
disposed to allow their goods to go at a figure below the one 
stated in quotations. Supplies are not large, but there area 
good many who do not care to have any held over after this 
season closes and consequently they are ready to accept almost 
any figure to clear out their relatively small holdings. The 
feature of the trade is the small demands from most quarters. 
Conditions are not particulaily favorable for the average dealer, 
but according to the present outlook there is little to encourage 
anyone to operate. The conditions under which corn is being 
planted in different parts of the country vary, but there is little 
indication that the crop will not be as liberal as it has been and 
the pack quite as liberal. Cold weather has retarted planting 
some in a few localities, but the fact that in the Northern lati- 
tudes Memorial Day is looked upon as the close of the corn 
planting season tends to disprove the assertions that there has 
been much retardation. 

Asparagus.—The market remains unchanged, though here 
and there a buyer says he will not pay the price. The circum- 
stances which govern in most instances are such that holders 
are somewhat anxious about their goods. Apparently they do 
not need tobe. The quality of the stock now being put into 
cans in California will insure a continuous sale without hind- 
rance. Old stock is about all cleaned out, clearing the way for

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the new pack which has already begun. A considerable quan- 
tity, larger than usual, is being sold green which will have the 
effect of reducing the supply put into cans, thus relieving the 
market to some extent of undue pressure. 

Peas.—The market has not changed, though here and 
there a holder has permitted his small stocks to go out at a re- 
duction in order to have his storage clear when new pack is 
ready for delivery. The chief interest centers in the seed now 
being put into the ground. It is certain that it is late in the 
northern sections, but elsewhere conditions seem to be about 
normal. 


Fruits.—Nothing of interest has developed in this depart- 
ment during the week just passed, though some holders are of 
the opinion that not much more demand will be noted before 
new pack is ready for delivery. The supply of old fruit is not 
large, but it is deemed sufficient to last the trade through to the 
next season. Most holders are firm in their views and refuse to 
accept reductions. The bulk of the pack has been distributed 
which has a steadying influence upon the market. The packing 
of strawberries has begun and this exerts some influence upon 
the fruit situation. It indicates that all varieties will be going 
into cans before very long. 


Salmon.—The rush of the season is over and holders are 
not now receiving the number of importunate orders which has 
characterized the trade for some months. Asa whole the mar- 
ket is firm, but there is little demand, aside from satisfying 
routine trade requirements and this doesn’t offer anything starti- 
ling in either fact or suggestion. Sales for future delivery 
subject to opening price when made are heavy, but the intima- 
tions which come from the Coast with reference to the prices 
which will likely be charged at the opening are rather startling. 
Apparently the quotations will be the highest ever known at the 
opening. Conditions do not favor any other view of the 
situation. 

Sardines.—Packing will begin the first of next month, 
perhaps Las begun in a small way already. The old stock was 
pretty well cleaned out because of the low prices which increaed 
demand to abnormal proportions. It is pointed out that dealers 
are not in position to offer any considerable quantites, though 
occasionally one has a good many of different varieties to offer.

CHICAGO, May 25, IgI0. 

The Weather.—This is admitted to be the most backward 
Spring known for very many years in the ‘‘Lake Region.’’ 
Since last week the cold rainy weather has predominated with 
intervals of a few hours of bright cold clear weather. There 
has been no growing weather at all. 

Canned Corn.—Retail grocers are buying heavily of canned 
corn futures and seem to have more confidence in that article 
than any other in the line. Western packers appear to be all 
well sold up and they are not offering further contracts. This 
proves that they have made heavy sales to the wholesale grocers, 
probably to the extent of their capacity. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The market is dead, dull and quiet. 
The movement is slow and the buying is small. Prices are well 
maintained for spot Eastern near standards at 7oc. Chicago. 

It is reported that 2s are selling well in Chicago, a rather 
unusual situation and some No. 234 tomatoes have been intro 
duced of late which are packed in Baltimore and are of good 
quality. They are being sold by the jobbers at soc. and retailed 
at 5c. the can. The cost to the jobbers is about 46c. the dozen. 

Canned Peas.—The everlasting ‘‘clean up’’ business seems 
to be without end. A new block bobs upon the surface every few 


days. One of about ten thousand cases came to the surface this 
week which is being offered (Michigan pack), about as follows: 
Sieve No. 2 Alaska f.o. b. Chicago.................. 75c 
No. 2 Sweet — 75c 


These goods are ot course of irregular quality and grade or 
they would not be offered at the price. Considerable movement 
in such goods seems to be going on and it is likely that these 
‘*factory clean ups’’ will all be absorbed in a short time. 

I have heard of the closing out of several lots of peas in 
both Indiana and Wisconsin at low prices to make way for the 
new packing. 

Future Canned Goods.—I believe that every one who 
has followed my arguments in these columns know that I am 
and have always been a strong advocate of future sales or con- 
tracts for canned goods believing that such sales were essential 
to the prosperity and progress of the canned goods industry. I 
now have to advise the trade however that a great prejudice has 
been aroused among retail merchants against the practice and 
that they are buying fewer futures every year. 

I find that the retail grocers have been discussing the ques- 
tion in their Association meetings, and that their leaders and in-

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fluential members have been denouncing the purchasing of 
futures as unprofitable and unwise. I am so connected in busi- 
ness that I am compelled to work ‘‘futures’’ very hard and 
hearing from my sales force that many retail merchants, though 
willing to buy canned goods when needed were positive in their 
determination to buy no futures, I concluded to make a personal 
investigation, and have for several weeks been taking an occa- 
sional day off and have on such days been going out with a fine 
special salesman who carried a line of canned vegetables, while 
I took a line of California canned fruits. We traveled in a 
motor car, taking plenty of samples and covering lots of good 
territory, and though we sold quite a quantity of futures it was 
hard work and required all the persuasive and argumentative 
art of two veteran trained salesmen to do the work, and it 
seemed to me that our work should have accomplished at least 
twice the results. Investigating the cause of the determined 
stand taken by many retailers against buying futures as I did 
duriug this trip, I find that many salesmen discourage it, advis- 
ing retailers that it is unnecessary and unwise. The salesmen 
are apparently actuated in their position by their own personal 
interests, as they find that when they ‘‘fill up’’ their customers 
and their lines of credit with futures that they are thereby de- 


prived of their regular patronage for a long time until futures are 
paid for, and such supplies sold and distributed. 


It will therefore be seen that there are powerful influences 
at work to kill the custom of selling canned goods futures, and 
it is being killed rapidly. It will take several successive sea- 
sons of advancing prices and short supply to turn the tide and 
bring back the buying of futures to its former popularity, for 
the speculative incentive has been destroyed by an overstocked 
market since 1907, and merchants will not buy speculatively or 
even freely on a constantly declining market.

California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRAncisco, Cal., May 21, 1910. 

Better Boxes Needed.—During the past year an unusu- 
ally large part of the canned goods shipments from California 
and the Coast have gone tothe Eastern market via the water 
route, this being due to the fact that the railroads placed higher 
rates and other restrictions in effect, and on account of the com- 
pletion of the Tehauntapec Railroad. Reports have been com- 
ing from the East from time to time of the arrival of goods in 
poor condition, and no small loss has been experienced on this 
account by many packers, especially salmon packers. Salmon 
packed in Alaska have to be handled many times before finally 
being delivered at its destination, and as the cases are handled 
at the ship’s side with ‘‘slings’’ they must stand rough usage. 
Now that the overland route has been largely eliminated in 
favor of the water route via the Isthmus, two additional hand- 
lings by ship’s tackle is necessary, and this is proving disastrous 
to goods poorly crated in the beginning. While the material in 
most of the salmon cases is considered adequate, the nailing is 
poorly done, most of it being done by Chinamen and the nails 
used are too small Packers state that they use the short nail 


for economy’s sake, but the experience of the past season would 


go to show that it is poor economy. The packers on the Fraser 
river use more care in preparing their cases for shipment, and 
other elements being equal foreign buyers often show a prcfer- 
ence for the goods put up by these packers. Goods intended 
for export are usually sent out in strapped cases, while the 
Alaskan goods are rarely so prepared. California canned goods 


formerly handled largely by the railroads, are now being sent 
East by the water route, and packers are commencing to realize 
that something must be done to insure their arrival in better 
shape. In certain markets where goods must be handled many 
times the products of England and Germany are given prefer- 
ence over those of United States manufacture, even although 
prices are in favor of our product, simply because of the atten- 
tion the packers of the former countries pay to sending their 
goods out in safe packages. The added attention given to this 
matter, and the slight increase in cost would soon be to the ad- 
vantage of any packer, for buyers could be easily found who 
would appreciate the difference as compared with the present 
flimsy package. 

Rain is Needed.— Weather conditions during the past week 
have not been favorable for growing crops. A very warm spell 
has been followed by heavy winds, drying out the ground to a 
considerable extent. This is causing peas to ripen too rapidly 
in some sections, and is forming a crust in some of the aspara- 


- gus fields. The water supply in the mountains is very light 


this season, and water for irrigation will not be available much 
longer except in some favored places. The wind has done some 
damage to the fruit crop, but hardly enough to make any 
noticeable difference. Shipments of cherries are growing, but 
none of the canneries have commenced operations yet, although 
it will be but a short time before there will be stock available 
for this. 

Asparagus Tips Scarce.—In speaking of asparagus the 
Griffith-Durney Co., in a circular letter recently sent out says: 
‘The demand for asparagus, on account of the low prices, has 
been phenomenal. We think that outside of two factories it 
will tax the capacity of every one to supply the demand. Look 
out for interesting information on tips. It begins to look as 
though no one will be able to pack all the tips they have sold. 
We have an idea that some have not bought all the asparagus

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they need. It is our opinion that these should buy now all they 
will need for the coming twelve months.’’ 

Fruit Prices Wanted.—Buyers are clamoring for future 
prices on California canned fruits, and from present appearances 
it would seem tkat they will not have to wait long for these. 
The California Canaeries Co. has sold some goods at named 
prices, but these cannot be taken as being established rates. 
The California Fruit Canners’ Association is preparing to issue 
prices, and has already named its rates on canned berries, which 
are the same as last season. With the price of sugar a half a 
cent a pound higher than it was last season, and tin higher, it 
is doubtful if prices on canned fruits are as low as they were 
last season, especially since higher prices are being paid, as a 
rule, for the fresh fruit. 

Salmon.—The salmon canneries have been somewhat ham- 
pered this spring in Southeastern Alaska by a strike of’ the 
Indian fishermen, but this is n.t expected to last long. 

Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., has returned 


from his eastern trip, and reports that while away he made ex- — 


tensive sales of pink and chum salmon. At the present rate of 
demand he believes that the entire Coast holdings will be dis- 
posed of by the first of July, and predicts higher rates. The 
prices of Sitko pinks and Elliott Bay chums have been raised 
to 72%c. and 7oc. respectively, for 1-lb. cans, shipment from 
Puget Sound. There is still some of the Klawack brand of 
pink fish on hand that is being offered at 7oc. f.o.b. Seattle. 

No prices have been named for Columbia River salmon as 
yet, but several firms are going ahead and selling .the products 
of their plants at a roc. advance on talls and flats, and a 5c. ad- 
vance on halves, as compared with last season’s prices. This 
about covers the increased cost of fish. At a meeting of can- 
ners held in Portland, Ore., a short time ago the price question 
was discussed, but no agreement could be reached on it so some 
of the packers are going ahead and making sales in carload lots 


on the basis mentioned. Others are holding back their pack in 
the belief that higher rates will be secured later. 

The Alaska Packers’ Association is preparing to drive 
almost as many traps in the Puget Sound district as last year, 
but only one cannery will be operated | A light run of sockeyes 
is expected. 

Canning Notes.—The Gridley cannery, according to 
Superintendent Gregory, will have the largest run this season 
in its history. All fruits will be packed in sanitary cans with 
the exception of gallons. Two additional Johnson double seal- 
ing machines will be installed this season. 

The Winters Canning Co. is commencing work on the can- 
nery to be established at Suisun, Cal., and will have this ready 
for operation by the first of July. 

The Hemet Canning Co. has been incorporated at River- 
side, Cal., by W. S. Mudd, William Brace, J. M. Frazier, J. G. 
Nelson and Robert Bruce, all of Hemet, Cal. The capital stock 
is placed at $50,000. 

The Klamath Packing & Trading Co., of Eureka, is put- 
ting in new machinery at its salmon packing plant. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association is preparing to 
put up a pack of rhubarb at some of the plants purchased this 
spring in Oregon and Washington. No. 8 enameled cans will 
be used. BERKELEY.

Canadian Fish Concerns Complete Big Merger. 


Four eastern concerns and a Montreal house, with a Toronto 
branch, are in the new Canadian merger recently incorporated as 
the Maritime Fish Corporation, Ltd., with an authorized capi- 
tal of $1,000,000. They are: The Whitman Fish Co., Canso; 
the Canso Cold Storage Co., Short & Ellis, Digby; Howard An- 
derson, Digby; A. H. Brittain & Co., Montreal and Toronto. 

The objects of the concern as stated are ‘‘To carry on busi- 
ness in Canada and elsewhere as producers and dealers in fresh, 
smoked and canned fish, from the Atlantic Ocean; to operate 
cold storage plants, curing and canning factories, and to pro- 
duce, buy and sell bait and other merchandise commonly used 
by fishermen.’’ 


The authorized issue of bonds is $250,000; 5 per cent pre- 
ferred stock, $500,000; common stock, $500,000. Actually is- 
sued: Bonds, $125,000; 7 per cent preferred stock, $100,000; 
common stock, $300,000. 

The head office will be in Montreal, with branches at Canso, 
Halifax, Digby and Toronto. It is the intention of the concern 
to retain the services of the majority of those identified with the 
firms entering into the merger. The directors are: Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. A. Smart, of the Smart Bag Co.; Jas. W. Pyke, of the 
Phoenix Bridge & Iron Works; C. E. Archibald, of the Ter- 
minal Warehouse & Cartage Co.; A. H. Brittain, C. W. Maclean, 
H. B. Short, E. C. Whitman, L. E. Geoffrion, of L. Chaput, 
Fils & Cie., and W. B. Converse, of National Securities, Ltd. 

Attention will be given by the new concern to bait and to 
waste material. They claim that fishermen have constant trou- 


ble in securing a steady bait supply, which hampers them in 
their fishing. 


The merger proposes to utilize their freezing and storage 
plants at Digby and Canso to get over this difficulty as far as is 
possible. From waste material glue, fish oils and a fertilizer 
will be secured through the installation of a factory and a refin- 
ing plant to be operated for the stated purpose of economizing 
and earning along these lines. 

A. H. Brittain, Montreal, is said to be chiefly responsible 
for the amalgamation of the various companies. Some five 
years ago he opened a brokerage office in Montreal, which he 
has conducted since, acting as selling agent for different fish 
concerns and doing a brokerage business. Mr. Brittain will be 
sales manager for the new corporation.—N. Y. COMMERCIAL.

The Fruit Crop Loss. 


Over five million acres in the United States are planted to 
fruit, yielding their owners an annual income upward of a hun- 
dred and fifty million dollars. But this year the income from 
many thousands of acres will be small, and from other acres 
nothing at all. 

Freezing weather over the whole central portion of the 
country, continuing two or three days, late in April, after an 
extraordinarily warm and forward spring, might make one tem- 
porarily discard the whole category of modern agricultural 
science and turn back to the Book of Ecclesiastes for images 
sufficiently powerful and gloomy to express his thoughts. The 
most approved methods of combating blight, scale and rot lose 
interest when fruit farmers, over immense regions, see a temp- 
erature below thirty descend upon trees and vines that are 
loaded with tender buds. 

Devastation by fire, flood or earthquake, and those catas- 
trophes that happen in Wall street, have at least something dra- 
matic about them. The victims have the consolation of being 
overwhelmed to a proper theatrical accompaniment of sound and 


fury. But killing frost descends in the most casual, matter-of- 
course way, as though it were nothing out of the ordinary. The 
farmer, so to speak, has to take his medicine in dead silence. 

In few industries has there been a greater expansion of late 
years than in fruit, and in none has expansion on the wholé 
been more desirable. Good and cheap fruit is better to have 
than the biggest battleship. It seems rather unfair, in a broad 
view, that many thousand Middle-Western fruit farmers, who 
have helped to give us good and cheap fruit, must stick mostly 
to potatoes this year.—SATURDAY EVENING Post oF MAy 21. 


British Tin-Plate Trade. 


Liverpool is closely connected with the English tin-plate 
trade, Consul Horace Lee Washington giving the declared ex- 
ports to the United States of tin and terneplates alone at 
$2,250,485 in 1907; $3,239,542 in 1908, and $3,481,264 in 1909. 
He adds: 

At the instance of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce a 
meeting of manufacturers of tin plates was held on April 14 to 
consider altering the nomenclature of tin plates, and the follow- 
ing is a press account of the meeting: 

Hitherto it has been the custom to describe tin plates as 
goke and charcoal—descriptions which properly apply in the old 
days when charcoal iron was made. It was pointed out, how- 
ever, by the Liverpool delegates that there was now only one 
firm making a real charcoal tin plate, and the designation was 
still applied to good quality steel tin plates, and even to common 
coke wasters. It was, therefore, a misdescription, and their 
suggestion was that an effort should be made to get an alteration 
made in the principle of branding. They thought makers 
might be induced to specify the quality of steel, and provide 
some indication of the quantity of tin per box. A long dis-

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cussion followed, from which it was apparent that the opinion 
of merchants was by no means unanimous with regard to the 
proposals. To bring the discussion to a point a Liverpool re- 
presentative moved that ‘‘In the opinion of this meeting, the 
words ‘coke’ and ‘charcoal’ as applied to tin plates should be 
discontinued.’’ On a division seven voted for the proposition 
and seven against. The opposition came mainly from the Bir- 
mingham merchants who, while they were not entireiy hostile 
to the proposal, expressed the opinion that it would not be 
possible to give effect to it. As the chairman did not givea 
casting vote, the proposition fell, but it was considered that the 
discussion of the subjeet will have a good effect.

Canning Factories in Rio de Janeiro. 


According to official returns, Vice-Consul-General | 
Slechta, of Rio de Janeiro, says that the 21 canning and pre- 
serving factories in the federal district of Brazil produced 1,770 
metric tons of miscellaneous fruit, vegetable, meat, and fish pre- 
serves last year, one factory alone producing 1,107.5 tons. This 
shows a considerable increase over 1908, when 19 factories pro- 
duced 1,473 metric tons. With the high duty on all canned 
and preserved food products there would seem to be no reason 
why this increase should not continue. The domestic products 
retail for considerably less than the imported goods, but owing 
to the superior quality of the Jatter the difference in price does 
not readily overcome competition witb the foreign article.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Tomatoes will have to be well packed this season if expected 
to sell. 


If the canners could hear the jobbers talk about ‘‘slop 
goods,’’ etc., they would understand why this demand is im- 
perative this season. 


We are not unmindful that many of these very jobbers are 
to blame for these ‘‘sloppy tomatoes,’’ and we have frequently 
told them so, If there was not a market for ‘‘slop’’ there would 
be none of it packed. But from the same reasoning if it were 
not packed it would not be sold. 


There is no glory in following in the footsteps of the dis- 
honest or the trickster, and the canner should aim to be on a 
higher plane. Merely because a man gets through with a dis- 
honest deal does not rid him of the effects of dishonesty. We 
often hear it said that a certain party is not worse than many 
others—only he got caught. The world is prone to judge in 
this manner. But it is to the individual we now appeal, whether 
he was ever caught or not. : 


We have been urged to say something along sanitary re- 
quirements this season, and the results likely, if they are not 
strictly regarded ; and we have put it off until just now when 
the canneries are being put into readiness for this season’s 
operations. 


A large number of the canners have taken our previous ad- 
vices and gotten their factories into nice condition. There is no 
need to speak further to these men, because once they start on 


the cleaning up process, they are almost certain to carry it even 
further than we suggest. Its benefits to the goods and the good 
name of the packer appeal at once to the reformed. 


This season it will be very necessary to see that the whole 
operation is clean from beginning to end, which not only in- 
cludes the material being canned, but the machinery, vessels 
and utensils, the women, men and children and their clothes. 

It means the floors must be kept dry and clean; the walls 
and ceilings whitewashed and free from cobwebs; the buckets 
clean on the outside as well as the inside ; the conveyors of all 
foods free from a coating of the material on the outside as well 
as from the inside. 

To briefly review each line. In running strawberries, the 
pans or buckets used both for the capped and the uncapped ber- 
ries must be clean, inside and out. The hands working at ‘‘cap- 
ping’’ must not be dressed in filthy rags, with dirty hands, and 
possibly barefooted. They should be made to come to work 
clean and cleanly dressed. 

The departments where all work is done must be light and 
airy, with high enough ceilings to permit a good circulation of 
air. The walls and ceiling must be at least whitewashed ; but 
better still—painted. The floor must be kept free from spilled 
berries, caps and tracked dirt. The tanks in which the berries 
are washed must be cleaned out regularly—and the water 
changed frequently—kept clean. The same applies tothe filling 
tables ; the syrup tanks and all that comes in contact with any 
part of the work. ; 


In canning peas, the operation is so nearly mechanical that 
it ought, by its nature, to be clean. In such a factory attention 
must be given the blancher, the picking tables, the filler and the 
brine tank ; and the dress and hands of the workers. See that 
the brine tanks are not open to dust of all kinds, and that the 
dirt from the sugar and salt is kept out. Then great care must 
be given the drainage from the pea cannery, or the air will be 
poluted with about the worst ordor imaginable. Keep the gut- 
ters clean and don’t allow accumulations of pea hulls and refuse 
to gather. If you run the vines into a silo see that it is tight 
and does not allow the juice to run out and past the factory. 
If stacked rightly the vines will cure well, but the drains about 
the stack must be sprinkled with lime every day to kill the 
smell. 


With string beans the great difficulty will be found in keep- 
ing the large number of handsclean. But the operation must 
look clean or it will be adjudged dirty. 

As with peas the machinery must have constant attention ; 
the drains also, for in general what is true of peas is true of 
string beans. 


In corn canning the operation is largely mechanical, and 
therefore requires a careful attention to all machines. There is 
no line of goods that will return as big a profit for every cent 
spent on this, as corn. 

There is no reason why the hands husking should not be 
clean in their persons. They should certainly not be allowed to 
sit on one basket of husked corn while husking into another. 
And these baskets would be benefited immensely if they were 
thoroughly steamed and scrubbed every evening. They would 
not then turn sour and so help to innoculate the freshly husked 
ears with numerous germs. 

The ‘‘drag’’ occasionally—if not often—mashes the kernels 
of corn and so distributes corn juice along its entire length. 
Here is another splendid chance to innoculate all the corn as it 
passes with bacterial germs that help require the long process to 
kill ; and so a thorough cleaning would be beneficial. This is true 
of the feeding tables to the cutters. Particularly after cutting, 


absolute cleanliness is essential. So the ceilings and walls must 
be cleanly painted or whitewashed, and the floor in the cutting 
room kept clean. 
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But above all be careful of the cut corn conveyor and the 
silker and everything with which the cut corn comes in contact. 
More sour corn and swells are due to carelessness here than any 
other single thing connected with corn, we believe. The hot 
weather in which corn is packed quickly turns the corn milk 
sour, and in a little while the ‘‘high water’’ mark of the corn in 
the conveyor is shown by a crust of souring corn and corn milk, 
and the fresh corn brushes against this the full length of the 
conveyor until it falls into the silker. 

We have seen whole car loads of corn rejected for flat sours 
and swells, undoubtedly from carelessness in this way. That 
means more than the financial loss—it means loss of prestage 
and possible customers—reputation. 

The cooker-filler is usually kept clean, but frequently 
around and under it can be found a light sprinkling or little 
piles of cut corn souring, See that the wiper has a steady supply 
of water so that the brush does not become a certain means of 
distributing sour corn to each can as it passes, 


Space prevents us from taking up other articles now, but 
we will next week. 

Dressing rooms must be provided in all factories and the 
hands made to keep their clothes there. These must contain 
proper sanitary closets; a row of wash basins or stands, with 
soap and clean towels—for use, not as ornaments. Open vats 
or tubs in which buckets and utensils are washed are NOT wash 
troughs for the hands, and will not serve as an excuse. 

Remember you are making food for people to eat and be 
guided accordingly.

FRENCH GLACE FRUITS. 


Consul-General Horace Lee Washington Forwards from 
Marseille the Following Description of Various 
Methods Persued in France in the 
Manufacture of Glace Fruit. 


In an interview with one of the fruit manufacturers who has 
not only been engaged in the business for a number of years in 
this district, but has also had experience in the preserving of fruits 
in America, the following information of a practical nature was 
furnished, and is given in his own words, each of his statements 


having afterwards been carefully verified. Speaking first in re- 
gard to the fruit, he said: 


Most of the French fruit preservers consider the fruits of 
Provence superior to all others, but I have manufactured Pro- 
vence fruits in New York, and American fruit as well, and find 
that the latter are little, if at all, inferior tothe former. The 
cherries of California are at least as good in quality as the French 
varieties. We manufacture more cherries than any other fruit, 
the demand for this fruit being almost unlimited in the United 
States; we have shipped as much as 300 tons of it to that country 
in one year. We have even obtained better results with the 
American cherries than with those of domestic growing. You 
have also in California very good varieties of apricots suitable 
for glacage. The principal defect of the California fruit is that 
it frequently contains too much water, but I do not think this 
defect would prevent the manufacture of glace fruits in Califor- 
nia or elsewhere in the United States. If California growers 
would graft on their trees the apricots from the vicinity of Car- 
pentras, Provence, they would obtain good results. 


KINDS OF FRUITS USED—PREPARATORY TREATMENT.

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are green they have a bad appearance. We buy fruit through- 
out the whole of southern France; we sometimes buy cherries 
even as far north as Dijon. Cherries, apricots, greengages, figs, 
pears, and almonds are the fruits principally used. 

When the fruit is received our first care is to treat it with 
sulphur, this in order to improve its appearance and to destroy 
any microbes possibly lurking in it. There are two processes 
employed for this purpose. The one commonly used is to ex- 
pose the fruits in cases or small baskets in a small room about 3 
meters (6.56 feet) high, which is filled with fruit in baskets. 
We then insert in a jar about 2 to 5 kilos (kilo=2.2 pounds) of 
sulphur, according to the quantity of the fruit. For a room 
containing 3 to 4 tons we put 5 to6 kilos of sulphur. If there 
has been much rain, and the fruit consequently is soft, less 
sulphur must be used, and more in the case of hard fruits. The 
ideais to secure complete impregnation of the fruit by the sulpur, 
which also has the effect of bleaching the fruit. 

The second method is not often used, and consists of treat- 
ing the fruit with a solution of 200 grams (7.05 ounces) of pure 
sulphurous liquefied acid to 100 kilos of water. The water thus 
strongly impregnated with the acid is used for bleaching the 
fruit, which is placed for that purpose in jars, into which the 
solution is then poured. According to the quality of the fruit, 
we leave it exposed for two to ten hours to the action of the 
liquid. We leave apricots one or two hours only, but cherries 
would remain from night to morning. The same results are 
obtained in the United States with sulphate of lime. The fruit 
is then placed in clear water for two or three days, the water 
being frequently changed during that time, after which it is 
considered sufficiently bleached. We then place it in steam 


kettles and boil it for ten minutes to one hour, according to the 
hardness of the fruit; it must be brought to such a state that 
the sugar sirup about to be applied may penetrate readily into it. 


APPLICATION OF SIRUP. 


After the fruit has been boiled, we begin the sugar process. 
The fruit is removed from the water and drained for ten to 
twenty minutes, then placed in earthenware jars containing a 
certain quantity of sugar sirup. Some manufacturers use sugar 
at 20° Baume concentration, some at 25°, and others at 28°. 
This is a question of personal appreciation and depends also on 
the condition of the fruit. If the cherries appear soft, we make 
the sirup more concentrated; if they are hard, we use it at 18° to 
20° concentration. The contents of the jars are emptied after a 
few hours into steam kettles containing sugar sirup. By boiling, 
part of the sirup evaporates and is replaced by an equal quantity 
of sirup in order to preserve the percentage of sirup and fruit. 
The fruit is left in the jars for one day, and is again boiled in 
the kettles on the second day, then remaining in the jars for two 
days. After the second operation the fruit remains in the jars 
three days, and so on for five, six, or eight boiling operations, 
the interval between them being longer each time, the fruit 
sometimes remaining from six to eight days before the final 
boiling. At each addition of sirup the concentration is made 
greater. The application of the sugar should not be done 
hurriedly, otherwise the fruit, instead of absorbing the greatest 
possible amount of sugar, will shrink and become corded in the 
interior, thus spoiling its appearance. It is to our interest to 
apply the largest possible quantity of sugar, as the more sirup 
the fruit contains the greater our profit.

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We boil the fruit at least six or eight times, according to 
the size, the operations covering a period of at least six weeks, 
during which time it absorbs the largest possible quantity of 
sirup. At the final boiling the sirup is concentrated to 35° Baume, 
and after this operation we regard the fruit as capable of being 
kept for a long period. We have known it to remain in good 
condition for two or three years. However, if kept too long 
the appearance suffers, though the eating qualities remain un- 
altered. After the final boiling the fruit is allowed to remain 
in the highly concentrated sirup, in a cool place, not too dry nor 
too damp, and of even temperature. At this stage the fruit is 
known to us as ‘‘fruit confit.’’ 


PREPARATION OF FRUIT FOR MARKET. 


On receipt of an order from a client, a sufficient quantity of 
the fruit is removed fromthe jars and drained of its sirup. 
This is done by placing it in willow baskets and allowing the 
sirup to drain through the openings of the baskets. We now 
proceed to the operation of glacage, which is the final stage of 
the preparation of the article for the market. 

For this operation the fruit drained of its sirup, is placed in 
a solution of pure concentrated sugar, at about 45° Baume con- 
centration. While it isin this solution we change the nature 
of the liquid .by an operation known to us as the ‘‘masse.’’ 
This consists in rubbing one side only of the inside of the kettle 
with a piece of wood about 2 feet long by 134 inches thick, as a 
result of which the sirup at that point becomes chemically 
changed and turns white. The fruit is then brought into this 
white liquid, where it remains for a few minutes only. It is 
then removed and placed on iron grills. The coat of sugar re- 
maining on the fruit dries rapidly in the air. The fruit thus 
prepared is known as ‘‘fruit glace,’’ and can be immediately 
packed in boxes for the market.

Will Fight Move to Fatten Oysters. 


Danger of Typhoid is allegation of State Health Depart- 


ment. 


The State Health Department of Maryland will register a protest with 
the Department of Agriculture at Washington if the announced determina- 
tion of the Department to modify the pure-food law ruling against the 
“‘freshening’’ or fatening of oysters proves to be true. Dr. Marshall Price, 
secretary of the State Board of Health, said today that every typhoid fever 
epidemic in this city (Baltimore) that had been traced to oysters had its 
origin in this so-called freshening process. 

The announcement of the proposed modification of the pure-focd law 
regarding the ‘‘freshening’’ comes from Chief Bacon of the New Jersey 
Bureau of Shell Fisheries. Inadispatch from Trenton the statement is 
made that Chief Bacon has received from Washington notice to the effect 
that the Department of Agriculture will allow the ‘‘freshening’’ process, 
provided oysters thus treated are so labeled. Under the present construc- 
tion of the law the ‘‘freshening”’ of oysters is prohibited. 

Oystermen in New Jersey, as well as in this State, declare that while 
the ‘‘freshening,’’ or fatening, process does not do the oyster any gccd, it 
does not do any harm, 

On the other hand, Dr, Price declares that the process is injurious, 
He states that in orderto ‘‘freshen’’ an oyster, which merely means to 
bloat it and bleach it to a lighter color, the oysters are taken from their 
natural beds and are placed in a fresh-water streams where the temperature 
is higher than the natural bed. He explains that this generally means 
that the oysters are placed in streams that are polluted by sewage and the 
oyster greedily takes in this pollution, resulting in the circulation of 
typhoid and other germs upon their being consumed.—Copy of Newspaper

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Shipping Canned Goods 


Special Agent John M. Turner having witnessed the dis- 
charge, at San Juan, of a consignment of canned goods from 
the United States to Porto Rico, and noted the great loss result- 
ing from faulty packing, suggests, in the following the obvious 
remedy— iron bands for the cases: 


Packages of goods from Europe arrive in West India ports 
in fine shape. All cases are strapped, well marked, bound on 
the corners, and of heavy enough material to endure the 
handling. American shipments, on the other hand, are often 
deficient in many or all of these particulars, the shippers evi- 
dently not realizing the severity of the strain put upon packages, 
which must be transferred from rail to steamer and forwarded 
later by various methods to interior points. All shipments in 
cases, such as groceries, canned goods, boots and shoes, dry 
goods, etc., which are to reach over-sea ports in good shape, 
should be iron bound. 


Having been present recently when a steamer from the 
United States was discharging at San Juan. P. R., a shipment 
of 2,500 cases of canned salmon, the writer could not help but 
wish that the shipper had also been there to see the lot—not the 
man who merely marked the cases and looked after the receipts, 
but the one who signs the checks and whose pocket is affected by 
the profits or losses of the busiyess. 


MANNER OF DISCHARGING CARGO FROM SHIPS. 


The gross weight of the cases of salmon is about 60 pounds 
each,ethere being 48 pound cans in each case. About 6,000 
cases reach Porto Rico annually from the United States. In 
unloading the consignment mentioned about 20 cases were 
placed at a time in a rope net for hoisting from the ship’s hold 
and swinging out over the dock. The goods, under the super- 
vision of the chief officer, were well handled, and no fault could 
be found with the method or care taken, yet in every net of 
cases three or tour were broken open and the cans came out of 
the cases, running the risk of punctures from nails or dents 
from the cases. The unbroken cases were removed and the 
others set aside to be repaired, the dock hands having gathered 
up the loose cans and replaced them as far as possible in cases, 
except a few that disappeared in the garments of roustabouts. 
Even with great care in handling the whole cases after they 
were on the dock, more of them broke open, and time was lost 
in renailing them. An hour after the unloading began the dock 
was strewn with canned salmon, loose and in broken cases. 


The attention of the agent of the steamer line was called to 
the loss on the salmon, and he was asked if it could not be pre- 
vented. ‘‘Come to my office,’’ he said, ‘‘and read the letters 
I have written our New York office about taking this unstrapped 
case stuff. We do not assume any responsibility for loss or 
breakage, and will not until they strap the boxes.’’ The chief 
officer, who had charge of the cargo, was then asked if there 
was not a way to stop such losses on shipments of salmon. 
‘Stop it !’’ he said. 
who has the loss to pay would make a trip with his canted fish 
and see it discharged.’’ Continuing, he said in substance that 


the cases of salmon were received only ‘‘at the owner’s risk,’’ 
as they were not strapped. He also said that after leaving New 
York he had employed a number of the crew for two hours in 
renailing some of the boxes that had been broken in coming 
abroad, and that it was really an unprofitable cargo to carry, in 
view of the time lost in handling it.

MANUFACTURER OR SHIPPER MUST BEAR LOSS FROM HANDLING. 


The agert to whom the consignment was addressed having 
appeared, he was ask what he thought of the mess. He replied: 
‘‘Oh, this is the usual thing with canned salmon. I have talked 
to the shippers about strapping their cases, and they claim that 
it would add 5 cents per case to the cost, and that the cases are 
strong enough without strappiug. It is easy to see, however, 
that they do not understand the situation. for much of this fish 
will go to distant parts of the island and some will be hauled on 
ox carts. The loss on the 2,500 cases will no doubt be quite 5 
per cent before we get our money.’’ To the question as to who 
would bear the loss, he replied: ‘‘The shipper will stand the 
loss, to be sure. Do you suppose we can stand it, with our 
small commission ?”’ 


This shipment was from Seattle. The boxes had cost a 
fair price, being well made and of wood heavy enough to stand 
the journey; they were also clean and well marked. These 
features led the writer, in the interest of the man in Seattle, who 
will have the bill to pay, and who will doubtless think unkindly 
of the consignees here, to make efforts to find the cause and the 
best remedy—to point out, in fact, a way to prevent the loss and 
yet not have it cost anything. Importers here and their agents 
are actually charged more for goods shipped in strapped cases, 
and they have therefore been forced to change their method of 
buying from f. o. b. steamer toc. i. f. here, thus throwing the 
burden of claims on the manufacturer or shipper in the United 
States. Adding to the cost of packages merely for strapping 
them must come from a lack of knowledge or consideration on 
the part of manufacturers, for they seem to use just as heavy 
nails for strapped as for unstrapped cases. This should not be 
done. 


The saving through the use of lighter nails will offset the 
cost of the strap. It is not so much the nail as the iron band 
that holds the case together. 


HOW TO PREVENT BREAKAGE IN TRANSIT. 


The cases in this shipment were made of good material, the | 
tops, bottoms, and sides being of half-inch clear stuff and the 
ends seven-eighths inch, nailed with 13-inch smooth, bright 
wire nails, probably 5-penny box nails. Herein lay the fault. 
Such nails driven through the tops or bottoms into the ends of 
the cases entered with the grain of the wood of the ends, and 
were unable to stand the strain of the 48 cans against either top 
or bottom. Allowing 26,o00 nails in a keg of 5-penny box 
nails, 720 such boxes could be nailed with this quantity, there 
being 36 nails in each. A 4-penny cement-coated box nails 
should have been used, together with band iron. Asakeg con- 
tains 45,500 4-penny nails, 1,260 boxes could be nailed with 
them, and with the strapping these cases would be much stronger 
than if nailed with bright nails only, while the saving in nail 
would pay forthe iron. It may therefore be held that it would 
not cost the manufacturer one cent more to use such a nail and 
a strap than it cost him to ship as he did. The theory is that 
the heat developed in driving the cement-coated nail causes the 
melting or softening of the cement coating and its adherence to 
the wood. In any event, whether bright or cement-coated nails 
are used, all such shipping cases should be strapped for over-sea 
transportation.

A short 
while ago some tin can makers experienced difficulty in getting 
sufficient plate. 


Barnesville, Md.—Some dissatisfaction has been expressed 
on account of the recent sale of the Barnesville Canning & Far- 
mers Supply Co. of this place. The factory is said to have cost 
more than $14,000 to build and the sale brought only $5,000. 


Rochester, N. Y.—A recent fire in the plant of the Roches- 
ter Can Co., at this place, caused a slight damage to the factory. 


Bradford, Vt., is very proud of the fact that it is to have a 
canning factory, operated by Baxter Bros. Co. One of the 
local papers boost the cannery, boost the corn packed, and of 
course, gives a good boost to the State of Vermont. 


Belair, Md.—A report says that the firm of Forwood, Gor- 
rell & Dashiell have decided to retire from business. This con- 
cern does a canned goods brokerage business of which Mr. Frank 
E. Gorrell, secretary of the National Canners’ Association, is a 
member. Mr. Gorrell will devote his entire time to the work of 
the Association, and Mr. Forwood may join the firm of Smith, 
Rouse & Webster, to whom, we understand, the business will 
be sold.
